Nine out of ten 
Britons believe 
that the IRA

For 
over thirty years terrorists have 
been striking at the very heart of 
Britain with explosives and 
weapons.

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NO to Islam ! 

The politicians now seem set to abuse and pervert the understandable public outrage 
over the atrocities in America by using this anger as a cover to further enforce glob¬ 
alist hegemony under the umbrella of a “War on Terror ”, and to curtail our tradi¬ 
tional liberties. Witness now the debate concerning identity cards , and new laws 
designed to stifle and crush criticism of Islam and its excesses. With the politicians 
terrified of what the press now call ‘Islamophobia’, all those who point out the obvi¬ 
ous truth will be subject to treatment reminiscent of the witch-hunts with the appear¬ 
ance of new Heresy Laws proposed by Home Secretary David Blunkett. 


B ut should Home Secretary David Blunkett ban 
all criticism of Islam, the BNP will continue to 
point out the danger the excesses this medieval 
superstition poses to the security and harmony of our 
country and the rest of the West. There are approach¬ 
ing 3 million Muslims resident in the UK, and 200 
known militant supporters of bin Laden, not to men¬ 
tion around 300,000 supporters of hardline Muslim 
extremist organisations such as Al-Muhajiroun. Al- 
Qaeda (The Base), bin Laden’s terrorist group, has 
tentacles stretching into 50 different countries around 
the world, including the UK, with around 5,000 fight¬ 
ers willing to die for the cause. Couple all this with 
hundreds of thousands of asylum seekers and refugees 
flooding into Europe from Muslim countries. This, in 
our eyes, constitutes a major problem in terms of secu¬ 
rity and one about which we are justified 
and entitled to warn our people. 

History as a guide 

Early warnings of this new and fanatical 
danger have been forthcoming for years, 
and not only in BNP publications! In 
Kosovo, Bosnia, Macedonia and 
Chechnya, Muslim extremists have 
wrought havoc and bloodshed in Jihad 
against the European natives. Going 
back even further into history we find 
perpetual conflict between Western civilisation and 
Mohammed’s followers. 

In the first half of the last millennium, Europe was 
engaged in a world war against Islam. French, British, 
German, and other European knights in shining 
armour were dispatched on Crusades to fight the 
Muslim hordes taking over the Christian holy lands in 
the Middle East. 

Grievances against the West 

Western military adventures under the aegis of 
‘Humanitarianism’ have been a common sight during 
the last few decades, and it is these same adventures 
that have made the UK unnecessary enemies of many 
foreign forces because of our poodle-like adherence to 
American imperialism. The Gulf War, supposedly 
justified by the Iraqi invasion of a sovereign nation on 
its borders, was in fact a campaign to remove a strong 
and independent leader and erect a puppet sham state 


in his place, hence leaving Iraqi natural resources 
open for Western exploitation. Since then, around half 
a million children have starved to death because of US 
sanctions. Then there is the injustice and genocide 
perpetrated against the Palestinians, who have faced 
decades of ethnic cleansing and humiliation at the 
hands of the racist Israeli war machine. It is events 
such as these that have unleashed the sleeping force of 
Islamic fundamentalism and are driving young non¬ 
whites into the arms of the extremists - even in the 
towns and cities of Britain. 

Globalist consolidation 

The New World Order of multiculturalism and inter¬ 
nationalism, announced by President Bush’s father 
some ten years ago, will use the opportunities created 
by the bloodshed in New York for its 
own benefit and consolidation, while at 
the same time doing all it can to curtail 
free speech and criticism. We already 
know that we face another turn of the 
screw here in Britain. The extension of 
the Race Act to include religions will 
render some of the BNP’s current 
entirely justified criticism of Islam ille¬ 
gal - or more correctly, heretical! 

Window of opportunity 

We will not be silenced by Blunkett's medieval Heresy 
Laws, but obviously they will make it harder for us to 
explain to the British people the full extent of the dan¬ 
ger posed by Islam to our traditions, freedoms and val¬ 
ues. So we have to reach as many people with the 
uncensored truth before the new gagging law is rushed 
through Parliament.

THE CHOICE: ISLAM OR 


September 11th was indeed the day that changed the world, but not in the way various Establishment commentators 
have suggested. It's not a matter of the occasional displays of overwhelming American firepower against troublesome 
Third World peasants which President Bush has as good as promised us for the next ten years. It might all be a bit 
more dramatic this time, but that's been the pattern ever since the early days of Vietnam, right through a series of 
smaller but equally futile ventures in far-flung places from the Lebanon to Somalia. 


S ome analysts have focused 
on the way in which the 
destruction of the twin tow¬ 
ers and the subsequent eco¬ 
nomic dislocation exposed 
the acute vulnerability of globalist 
capitalism to a rag-tag invisible 
army of those who for reasons of 
either poverty or choice do not enjoy 
the material benefits of a system that 
knows all about goods and nothing 
about good. 


But all this really means is that the 
USA is finally going to have to learn 
with outrages which, proportionate¬ 
ly, are not much worse than what, for 
example, Britain, Spain and Italy 
have suffered at the hands of the 
IRA, ETA and the Red Brigades. 

Sea-change 

Uncle Sam is invariably late for 
wars, and the war with terror is no 
exception. The Manhattan Massacre 
was only a dramatic 
catching up with the 
rest of us, not a 
world-changing phe¬ 
nomenon. No. The 
real sea-change is 
one that Establish¬ 
ment journalists in 
their ivory towers 
either can’t, or won't, 
see or admit. The 
demolition of the 
World Trade Centre 
didn't just kill some 
6,000 people, it also 
killed multicultural- 
ism. It will still take 
nationalist parties all 
over Europe some 


time to come to power and bury its 
diseased and rotting corpse, but the 
monster is dead. 

Multiculturalism dead 

Gone is the fantasy that multicultur¬ 
alism could be imposed on diverse 
peoples without creating a funda¬ 
mental clash of attitudes, interests 
and ways of life. Gone is the notion 
that it is possible to import vast num¬ 
bers of unassimilable foreigners 
without also importing their quarrels 
and hatreds. And gone is the naive 
belief that Islam is just another reli¬ 
gion, or that you can bring large 
numbers of its followers into the 
West without bringing with them the 
undemocratic, sectarian and con¬ 
frontational attitudes which are so 
deeply ingrained in their Holy Book. 

Naturally enough, the political 
'elite' and the liberal media are 
falling over themselves to deny these 
home truths, but their platitudes no 
longer fool anyone. The gulf 
between our Masters' official propa¬ 
ganda line and the perceptions and 
opinions of the vast majority of the 
population is now every bit as big as 
it was in the Soviet Union. 


Nationalist activists have always 
warned of the terrible price of the 
multiculti 'experiment', the big 
change is that everyone now knows 
we've been right all along. 

Fatwa against the West 

That's the overall 'big picture', so 
now let's turn to the details of what 
we've had to say about September 
11th and its fall-out. Our initial 
response was up on our website 
within hours - just in time for the big 
surge in 'hits' on the site as our own 
supporters, sympathetic members of 
the public and journalists alike all 
logged on to see what the BNP had 
to say. 

We came out in support of British 
involvement in decisive military 
action against the anti-Western men¬ 
ace Osama Bin Laden. Once it was 
known that the hijackers were all 
Muslims, whether or not Bin Laden 
was actually responsible for the 
Manhattan Massacre was not partic¬ 
ularly important. He declared war on 
the West in general, and the USA and 
Britain in particular, in a fatwa back 
in 1998. As such he is the symbolic 
as well as probably the practical

leader of the worldwide Islamic fun¬ 
damentalist terror movement - and 
hence a legitimate target. 

Similarly, Afghanistan should have 
been carpet-napalmed years ago on 
account of being the source of 90 per 
cent of the world's heroin. And if you 
think that's too harsh, then take a trip 
around any one of the hundreds of 
heroin-wracked sink estates in what 
used to be Britain's industrial heart¬ 
lands. Any country that tolerates the 
growing of this poison deserves to be 
wiped off the map. Harbouring ter¬ 
rorists who attack Western targets is 
just additional offence - one that no 
Third World country should dare to 
commit. 

Address the causes 

But, having said that, we also 
warned right from the start that the 
massive military action needed 
would, in the long-run, be totally 
counter-productive unless action is 
also taken to remove the root causes 
of the hatred of the Islamic world for 
Uncle Sam and his faithful British 
poodle: Their backing for the contin¬ 
ued Israeli denial of the human and 
national rights of the oppressed 
Palestinians, and the murderous ten- 
year blockade 
and terror bomb¬ 
ing campaign 
against Iraq - an 
injury made 
worse by the 
insult of having 
Western 'infidel' 
troops stationed 
near the holiest 
places of Islam in 
Saudi Arabia. 

Bush the liar 

A few days later 
we criticised President Bush for 
lying when he told Americans that 
those wicked Arabs hate them 
because they are a democracy and a 
symbol of freedom. The truth, of 
course, is that all good Muslims are 
left no choice by their religion but to 
hate and physically oppose the 
Western powers. And, looking at the 
huge pile of skulls from Deir Yassin, 
Baghdad, occupied Palestine and 
Sabra and Shatila which make up the 
'moral high ground' on which Bush 
and Blair posture, it's hard to blame 
them. 

Accordingly, while the BNP sup¬ 
ports strikes against Bin Laden and 
the barbaric Taliban, we are utterly 
opposed to the involvement of 
British forces in a long-term "war- 
on-what-I-call-terror" by G. W. Bush 
and his puppet masters. We listen to 
his rapidly expanding list of poten¬ 
tial targets and his talk of a "long 
war" with growing fear not just for 
our young sons, but also for our tra¬ 
ditional freedoms. 


It's not just the way in which the 
terrorist threat is being used to 'justi¬ 
fy' totally unnecessary restrictions 
on our civil liberties (why, for exam¬ 
ple, should we ethnic British have to 
carry identity cards when the poten¬ 
tial terrorists are all Arabs or 
Asians?) There is the far bigger 
question of the way in which the 
understandable outrage over the 
Manhattan Massacre has become a 
cloak for the rapid advance of an 
assortment of globalist schemes 
designed to hasten the advent of the 
"New World Order" that George's 
daddy announced when he was in the 
driving seat. 

George Dubya's proposed witch¬ 
hunt knows no boundaries. Consider 
the plight of countries 'fingered' on 
the sole say-so of the President as 
being implicated in what he defines 
as terrorism. If they don't comply, it's 
bombs away. If they do, it's occupa¬ 
tion. Farewell to national sovereign¬ 
ty, welcome to the Global Imperium 
of George W. Bush & Co. 

Conditional support 

So while we look forward to our 
troops once again "making them to 
respect the British soldier," we do so 
without illusions. At 
some point in the 
years to come, the 
freedom-loving 
nations of the entire 
world will have to 
defeat the undemoc¬ 
ratic globalism rep¬ 
resented by the likes 
Bush. 

But, quite apart 
from that battle, the 
West also has the 
struggle against the 
Islamic monster so 
foolishly reawakened by our 
Masters' infatuation with the mes¬ 
sianic nonsense of Zionism. 

To those who, looking from one of 
our opponents to the other, quote the 
old saying that "my enemy's enemy 
is my friend," I say that your enemy 
remains your enemy even when you 
both agree in opposing a third party. 
Radical Islam is a menace - and it's a 
menace on our own streets, in our 
own schools, and in our own council 
chambers. 

Turning point 

The question of whether or not our 
land will remain ours will be decid¬ 
ed not in the mountains of 
Afghanistan, but on doorsteps and in 
ballot boxes in our own towns. 

When the British people answer 
that question in our favour, 
September 11th 2001 will be seen as 
a crucial turning point - the day the 
worldwide Islamic Jihad got serious, 
and the start of the New Crusade for 
the survival of the West!

Tang's £26,000-a-yearpost was 
scrapped and he faced discipli¬ 
nary action after refusing to 
distort statistics to show a ficti¬ 
tious increase in race attacks in 
the city. He was ordered to fab¬ 
ricate figures showing that 
racial harassment had soared 
150 per cent in a council bid to 
justify spending on anti-racism 
campaigns. Birmingham tax¬ 
payers, of course, have had to 
pick up the bill for the whole 
ridiculous affair.

British soldiers on exercises in 
Oman are being forced to buy 
their own desert boots and bat- 
tledress, because Government 
cuts have left the army unable 
to afford to replace their heavy 
dark green combat kit and nor¬ 
mal boots! The men, who face 
being sent in to Afghanistan if 
Bush and Blair opt for a ground 
war, are demoralised by this 
insult and by politically correct 
interference in military affairs. 
Their ancient radio systems are 
continually breaking down, and 
their standard issue rifles have 
still not been upgraded despite 
their disastrous showing almost 
a decade ago in the Gulf War.

TIME TO OUTLAW 
RITUAL SLAUGHTER! 


Religious slaughter, or ritual slaughter as it is more commonly known, is a daily event 
in Britain today. It takes place in slaughterhouses, gardens, and back yards everywhere. 
Both the Muslim and Hebrew holy books state that the animals must have their necks 
cut and be left to bleed to death, and that they must be fully healthy and fit before they 
are killed - therefore neither group believe that it is right to stun the animal first before 
death because this means that although the animal doesn't suffer when having its 
throat cut, it can no longer move and therefore is not fit and healthy. 



F or both Dhabh (Muslim) 
and Shechita (Jewish 
Kosher) slaughter, fully 
conscious animals are 
held in metal crushes or are 
forced onto their backs, their 
necks brutally extended, and 
their throats cut. Often it takes 
several slashes of the slaughters 
man's knife before the animal 
finally dies. 

Dhabh and Shechita are both 
widely used in Britain, but the 
UK government mealy turn a 
blind eye. 

Barbaric 

Those who practice this cruel 
method attempt to justify it on 
the grounds that their religion 
and holy books have sanctioned 
it for centuries, and that animals 
do not suffer pain, and if they do, 
then it doesn't matter anyway. 

The UK law states that for reli¬ 
gious slaughter the animal need 
not be stunned or killed outright 
before the throat is cut, instead, 
the knife must be undamaged 
and of sufficient size to ensure 
that the animal is slaughtered by 
rapid, uninterrupted movements 
of a knife. 

So in ritual slaughter the ani¬ 
mal's throat is cut while it fully 
conscious and so bleeds to 


death. But even though the law 
states that there should be no 
unnecessary suffering, animals 
do suffer greatly during ritual 
slaughter, sometimes having 
their throats cut more than once 
with a blunt knife, and often 
waiting minutes to die. 

Each year about 50,000 sheep, 
mostly exported from Britain, 
are slaughtered for the Muslim 
festival of Eid-el-Kabir , which 
takes place at the end of the 
Hajj. During the weeks leading 
up to their slaughter, many of the 
animals are kept in illegal condi¬ 
tions, without regular food or 
water. 

Inhumane 

Most of these sheep are killed in 
slaughterhouses, but a lack of 
facilities in urban 
areas where Muslims 
live means that about 
8,000 sheep are killed 
in the open air every 
year, many are killed 
in car parks, back 
yards, and private 
dwellings. 

During ritual slaugh¬ 
ter, the animals are 
dragged by their back 
legs to makeshift 
wooden cradles, once 


they are in the cradles, their 
throats are slit, cutting both the 
jugular veins and carotid arter¬ 
ies. Often this practice is carried 
out by untrained slaughter men 
with blunt knives. After being 
thrown to the ground, the ani¬ 
mals often convulse for minutes. 

Switzerland has already 
banned this cruel and unneces¬ 
sary procedure, why can't we? 
This is not an issue of race. As a 
nation, we have made a series of 
moral judgements. We do not 
allow the caste system, multiple 
marriages, public beatings or 
amputations for theft. But ani¬ 
mals, it seems, don't count. 

Sold to the public 

The hindquarters of koshered 
animals are not eaten, so these 
joints are sold unmarked in ordi¬ 
nary British supermarkets; 
meaning that your Sunday joint 
may actually be ritually slaugh¬ 
tered! 

This is why, at the very least, 
all ritually slaughtered meat sold 
to the general public should be 
clearly marked so as to give con¬ 
sumers the right to choose. 

Only the BNP will do some¬ 
thing about this horrific practice 
and by supporting us, you voice 
your protest towards the people 
who believe that they are above 
the law in carrying out these acts 
of unspeakable cruelty.

Leaving 
aside such island city-states as Singapore and 
Hong Kong we now equal Holland as the most 
densely populated country in the world.

Hardly, Britain's birth rate has 
meandered between 1.8 and 1.7 
children per family over the past 
decade. 

Birth rate 

It is now the lowest ever, record¬ 
ed at 1.66 children per woman, 
well below the 2.07 level needed 
to keep the population constant. 
If this low figure continued until 
2100 it would mean that our 
population would shrink to 
almost half of the present 60 
million and the new houses 
would not be required. 


Although the liberals do their 
best to avoid stating the obvious, 
it is the effect of mass immigra¬ 
tion - legal, illegal and asylum 
seekers - that is destroying our 
country aesthetically. It is not a 
race problem, for in this instance 
it does not matter if they are 
black, brown, white or zebra- 
striped. 

Immigration 

One does not need to have a 
degree in statistics or economics 
to realise that the millions of 
immigrants that have poured 
into Britain over the past twenty 
years have to live somewhere. 
Additionally, many ‘ethnic’ fam¬ 
ilies are adding to the problem 


by their considerably higher 
birth-rate. The concrete mixers 
are primarily at work to accom¬ 
modate the ever increasing 
'white flight' of the natives of 
these islands as they get out of 
the towns and cities as fast as 
they can and irrespective of how 
much it costs. 

In July this year the average 
cost of a house in Britain was 
£117,000, nearly double that rate 
in the Greater London area. 

However, the younger people 
in the cities who need to stay 
where their work is, particularly 
nurses and teachers, are priced 
out of the market. 

They have the alternative of 
staying at home with mum or 


sharing a rented flat. The result 
is that marriage, or living in a 
permanent relationship is put on 
hold and having children is sim¬ 
ply not an economic proposition 
for most. 

Yet according to David 
Coleman, a Reader in 
Demography at Oxford 
University, for the past thirty 
years women throughout Britain 
and Europe have told surveys 
that they wanted to have at least 
two children. 

Thus the decline in our birth 
rate is accelerated and the threat 
to our continued existence as a 
people brought about by the 
sheer weight of numbers is mag¬ 
nified. 

BNP the answer 

The BNP policy of stopping all 
further immigration and offering 
generous resettlement grants to 
those wishing to return to their 
homelands would stabilise house 
prices. 

Its call for more houses to be 
built on reclaimed land in towns 
and cities would diminish the 
bulldozing of our countryside. 
This would also help to hold 
prices back. 

A strong BNP policy to tack¬ 
le the many faceted problems of 
the housing situation should 
attract considerable votes, par¬ 
ticularly from younger people. 

But do not expect any solu¬ 
tions from the greedy estate 
agents, construction companies, 
mortgage lenders, the develop¬ 
ers and the corrupt politicians 
who receive-back-handers for 
letting many developments go 
through.

ISLAM - THE THREAT BEHIND TH 
WHAT TONY BLAIR WON'T TELL 


“Islam is a peaceful 
religion. The Koran says 
‘Whoever kills a soul is like 
one who has killed the whole 
of Mankind.’ Islam means 
‘Peace’ and the Koran 
condemns murder.” That’s 
what Tony Blair, Iain 
Duncan-Smith and dozens of 
media commentators keep 
telling us, isn’t it? Well, are 
you surprised to learn that 
they’re all lying? 

‘Islam’ doesn’t mean 
‘Peace’, it means 
‘Submission’ - submission 
both of Muslims to the Will 
of Allah, and of 
‘Unbelievers’ to Islamic rule 
throughout the world. 

Blair’s favourite ‘quote’ 
from the Koran is a 
Politically Correct forgery. 
Just look at what Surah 5. 
Ayat 32 actually says: 

... whoever kills a soul, not 
in retaliation for a soul or 
corruption in the land, is 
like one who has killed the 
whole of mankind. 


So, far from killing never 
being allowed, it is permitted 
under the law of “an eye for 
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Tony Blair: Lying about 

the Koran to con the 

British people 


an eye” in the case of 
murder, or in the case of 
“corruption in the land.” The 
very next Ayat continues, 
explaining how the enemies 
of Allah (who include all 
Unbelievers) must be 
treated: 

Indeed, the punishment of 
those who fight Allah and 
His Messenger and go 
around corrupting the land 
is to be killed, crucified, 
have their hands and feet 
cut off on opposite sides, or 
to be banished from the 
land. That is a disgrace for 
them in this life, and in the 
life to come theirs will be a 
terrible punishment. 

So while the Koran teaches 
its followers to respect the 
sanctity of life of other good 
Muslims, those who “fight 
Allah and his Messenger 
(i.e. Muhammad)” should be 
killed and mutilated or 
banished. Strange that Tony 
Blair never mentions that bit! 

And if innocent individuals 
get in the way, that’s just 
tough: 

Surah 27, Ayat 48 
And there were in the city 
nine individuals, who 
worked corruption in the 
land and did not set things 
right . 

50. They schemed a scheme 
and We schemed a scheme, 
while they were unaware. 

51. See then what was the 
outcome of their scheming: 
We destroyed them 
together with all their 
people. 

52. Their houses are in ruin, 
on account of their 
wrongdoing. 

Sounds just like New York, 
doesn’t it? 


There are some references to 
Unbelievers which advise 
toleration and state that an 
individual’s religious belief, 
or lack of it, is a personal 
matter between them and 
Allah. But these pluralist 
passages are heavily 
outnumbered by calls for 
vicious attacks on ‘ Kafirs ', 
as they call Unbelievers, 
typified by S.9.123: 

Fight those of the 
unbelievers who are near to 
you and let them see how 
harsh you can be. 

The Koran is full of sadistic 
descriptions of the fate that 
awaits the Unbelievers 
(which includes Christians 
and Jews) in Hell. S.22.19 is 
typical: 

To the unbelievers, garments 
of fire shall be cut up and 
over their heads boiling 
water shall be poured; 

20. Whereby whatever is in 
their bellies and in their 
skins shall be melted. 

21. And for them are iron 
rods (which, the helpful 
footnote in our edition 
explains, are “To beat their 
heads with.”) 

Nor is this vision of a riot in 
Bradford just a matter of 
damnation in the next world. 
The Koran also includes 
frequent exhortations to the 
Muslim Faithful to fight 
against the unbelievers in 
the here and now. Surah 9 
provides some good 
examples: 

38. O believers, what is the 
matter with you? If you are 
told: “March forth in the 
Way of Allah, ’’you cling 
heavily to the ground. Are 


you satisfied with the 
present life rather than the 
Hereafter.... 

39. If you do not march 
forth, He will inflict a very 
painful punishment on 
you... 

41. Charge forth, on foot or 
mounted, and struggle with 
your possessions and 
yourselves in the Way of 
Allah. 

The message is reinforced 
time and time again. There’s 
S.9.29: Fight those among 
the People of the Book .... 
who do not profess the true 
religion (i.e. Jews and 
Christians), till they pay the 
poll-tax out of hand and 
submissively. 

orS.60.4: 

You have had a good 
example in Abraham and 
those with him, when they 
said to their people: ‘‘We are 
quit of you and what you 
worship apart from Allah. 

We disbelieve in you. Enmity 
and hatred have arisen 
between you and us forever, 
till you believe in Allah 
alone. ” 

Nor is it just a matter of 
‘hatred’ in spirit. The Koran 
recommends it in the highly 
practical form of ethno¬ 
religious cleansing as well: 

S. 14.13 & 14: Then their Lord 
revealed to them: “We shall 
destroy the wrongdoers 
(who refused to accept 
Allah). And We will make 
you dwell in the land after 
them. 

S.33.60: If the hypocrites, 
those in whose hearts is a 
sickness and those who 
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spread lies in the city ; do 
not desist, We will certainly 
urge you against them and 
then they will not dwell with 
you therein as neighbours 
but for a short time. 

The same theme runs 
through parts of Surah 33, 
with the addition of a 
promise to faithful Muslims 
of more countries coming 
under their sway in the 
future: 

27. And he bequeathed to 
you their lands, their homes 
and their possessions, 
together with land you have 
never trodden. 

It’s quite likely that many 
members of the Muslim 
community, having come to 
regard non-Muslims as 
friends and to grow fond of 
their adopted country, may 
be inclined to shut all this 
bigoted nonsense out of 
their minds. But when they - 
or their often alienated 
children - read the Koran , 
they find passage after 
passage warning them 
against taking unbelievers as 
friends and against the 
tolerance needed to keep the 
peace in a democratic, 
secular state: 

S.2.216 You are enjoined to 
fight, though it is something 
you dislike ....217. Fighting 
(in the Holy Month) is a 
great sin; but to debar 
people from Allah s sacred 
Way and to deny him and 
the sacred Mosque, and to 
drive people out of it is a 
greater sin in Allah s sight. 
Sedition (idolatry and the 
corruption of Muslims) is 
worse than murder. 

If those who interpret the 
Koran literally (as all good 


Muslims should, though 
many - fortunately for them 
and us alike - do not) were 
to start putting all this 
bloodthirsty advice into 
practice as soon as they first 
arrived in a new country, the 
natives would probably 
wake up and smell the 
burning coffee. But Allah is 
described repeatedly in His 
book as a “schemer,” and 
S.4.101 advises His people to 
follow His example in order 
to keep the opposition off 
guard until it is too late: 

And when you journey in the 
land, you are not at fault if 
you shorten the prayer for 
fear that the unbelievers 
will harm you. The 
unbelievers are your 
manifest enemies. 

But that advice is only 
applicable when the Muslims 
are too few to stand a 
chance of winning the fight 
which the Koran stresses is 
their religious duty. Once 
their numbers increase, they 
are ordered in S.8.65 to go on 
the offensive: 

O Prophet, urge the 
believers to fight. If there 
are twenty steadfast men 
among you, they will defeat 
two hundred; and if there 
are a hundred they will 
defeat a thousand of the 
unbelievers, because they 
are a people who do not 
understand. 

Is this ten per cent rule just a 
forgotten verse in a dusty 
book? The answer may 
perhaps be seen in places 
like Burnley and Oldham. 

The soft-hearted reader may 
object that ‘moderate’ 
Muslims tend to pick and 
choose to follow the few 
tolerant verses rather than 
obeying the overall 


aggressive and intolerant 
tone of the Koran. No doubt 
many do, but they are warned 
against such Western-style 
tolerance in no uncertain 
terms inS.2.85: 

Do you, then, believe in one 
part of the Book and 
disbelieve in another? The 
reward of those among you 
who do that is nothing but 
disgrace in this world, and 
on the Day of Resurrection 
they shall be turned over to 
the most severe punishment. 

At a well-publicised meeting 
in Downing Street with self- 
appointed Muslim community 
leaders, Tony Blair claimed 
that “there is no 
contradiction between being 
a Muslim and being a British 
citizen.” 

For the average Westernised 
Muslim who goes along with 
the family religion without 
giving it much thought this 
may well be the case. But for 
any good Muslim, who reads 
the Koran and accepts its 
claims to be the literal word of 
Allah, this is another Blair lie. 
The Koran orders Muslims 
not to obey unbelievers, 
which is why 
fundamentalists reject any 
form of government which is 
not a strict theocracy run by 
Muslim clerics. 

S.3.149 O believers, if you 
obey the unbelievers, they 
will turn you upon your 
heels (“thus,” says the 
commentary, “turning you 
back from your true religion”) 

S.25.52 So, do not obey the 
unbelievers and strive 
against them with it (the 
Koran) mightily. 

None of this should be held 



BNP Chairman Nick 
Griffin: Telling the truth 
about the Islamic threat 
to our freedom 

against ordinary Muslims, 
many of whom are not much 
more ‘Muslim’ than Britain 
is ‘Christian.’ Any hostility 
directed to them can only 
drive them into the arms of 
the fundamentalists. But it 
should be held against our 
own ‘Great and Good’, the 
fools and knaves who 
decided to include a hefty 
dose of Islam in their 
witches’ brew of 
multiculturalism. And an 
understanding of what the 
Koran really says - as 
opposed to what the serial 
liar Tony Blair tells us it says 
- should lead anyone with 
an ounce of commonsense 
to realise that a growing 
Muslim population is a 
recipe for communal strife.

LOOTING, ARSON and MOLESTATION ■ 
it's all in the Koran! 


Looting 

The Koran repeatedly refers with approval to the taking of ‘booty’ from conquered infidels or ‘ kafirs'. See for example S.8.69, 
S.33,19 and S.33.27. S.48.20 is perhaps the most blatant: “Allah has promised you many spoils. ” S.8.41 instructs that one-fifth of 
such loot must be given to Allah via his earthly representatives, but the rest belongs to those who seize it. 

Arson 

As we’ve already seen, the Koran is packed with sadistic descriptions of how Unbelievers will bum forever in the fires of Hell, and 
fire has been used against non-Muslims and their property from the earliest times. When the conquering Muslim army arrived in 
Egypt, the general in charge did not know what to do with the huge library at Alexandria, the greatest in the ancient world. He sent 
a message to Caliph Umar, Muhammed’s successor, who replied: “If these writings of the Greeks agree with the book of Allah, they 
are useless and do not need to be preserved. If they disagree, they are pernicious and ought to be destroyed.” The great library was 
therefore burnt to the ground, settling for all time the way Muslims deal with centres of infidel learning and religion. During 
communal riots in India (in which around three million Hindus have been murdered by their ‘peace-loving’ Muslim neighbours 
since 1947) it is common practice for Muslim mobs to trap their victims inside buildings and then set them alight, hoping to bum 
them alive. The same was done during the Islamic revolution in Iran, where Muslim mobs chanted “purification by fire” as they 
burnt down cinemas and brothels. The ‘justification’ for trapping people in burning buildings is found in S.22.22: “And every time 
they want to get out of it (the fire) they are brought back into it. And it is said to them: 'Taste the agony of burning ” Here we see 
the source of the vicious mentality which, during this summer’s anti -kafir violence in Bradford, led rioting Muslims to block the fire 
doors of a local Labour Club with burning cars. 

Molestation of women 

Strict Muslims don’t just force their women to go around in sweltering heat covered from head to foot in black cloth. In countries 
such as Afghanistan and Saudi Arabia, women are not even allowed to drive. And British women living in heavily Muslim areas 
know all about the hostile comments and assaults they too have to endure for wearing T-shirts or short skirts in summer. But less 
well-known is the way in which the Koran states that women are worth less than men and must inherit less than the males in a family. 
The crude, sexually exploitative attitude of Islam to women is summed up in s.2.223: “Your women are a tillage for you. So get to 
your tillage whenever you like. ” Even worse are verses such as S.4.24, which give Muslims the right to rape women who “your 
right hands possess ” - those captured in battle. S.33.50 confirms that Muslims are allowed to have sex ‘only’ with their wives (up 
to four each) and “what your right hand owns out of the spoils of war. ” The mass rapes suffered by thousands of Hindu and Sikh 
women during religious riots and wars in Pakistan show that ‘good’ Muslims still take this ‘Divine’ permission all too literally. 

This problem is not a matter of race. In the last few years those Muslims oppressing and 
murdering ‘infidels’ and women have included Arabs, Pakistanis, black Nigerians and white 
Bosnians. And their victims are of all races too. Nor are all Muslims to blame. Many have little 
or no understanding of the evil side of their religion. Of those who do, some risk their lives to 
turn against it, while millions of others remain the victims of the rule of the Mullahs. 

Some moderate Muslims recognise the urgent need to reinterpret their faith to make it compatible 
with the modem world, in the same way that Christians no longer go around killing witches as 
instmcted in the Bible. But unless and until Islam is moderated in this way, it remains a menace 
to freedom, democracy and peace; not just in far-off countries, but on the streets of Britain, where 
its followers already make up probably the largest single religious group. 

Tony Blair says there is no war against Islam. That is true, but there is a war against the West. 
And it is being fought, not just with terrorist outrages but in every schoolroom where non- 
Muslim children are forced to leam how wonderful Islam is supposed to be, and in every Labour 
or Lib-Dem council which builds five bedroomed houses for Muslims while British council tenants 
can’t even get essential repairs done. 

It’s a war in which the weapons of the enemy are immigration, high birthrates, and the old 
political parties. A war in which the only response that can do any good is to organise a new 
political party - one which will stop immigration and ensure that the British remain the majority 
and take back control of our own country - the British National Party! Join our Crusade!

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FOOT AND MOUTH: GOVERNMENT 
INCOMPETENCE AND MANIPULATION 


Government incompetence and manipulation is the deciding factor in 
prolonging and magnifying the scale of the foot and mouth crisis 
which is devastating Britain's farming. Several programmes aired on 
TV since the outbreak portrays the thumbprint of a coherent design 
to destroy Britain's small farmers. Whether or not this is true, in view 
of recent developments it is difficult not to be paranoid. 



F irst, the Government 
ordered a mass cull to 
prevent the spread of the 
disease which in itself, 
will be most damaging factor. 
The people who govern us are 
unlikely to engage in a policy 
that will ruin British farmers 
without knowing that it will ruin 
them. Let's be even more crystal 
clear: foot and mouth will not 
ruin farmers, the state sanc¬ 
tioned cull will. 

Not content with the scale of 


the cull, originally confined to 
the infected farms, a decision 
was made to extend the destruc¬ 
tion even further. David King, 
the Prime Minister's chief scien¬ 
tific advisor, was then placed in 
charge. 

Incompetence 

Once in charge, King instructed 
Blair to listen only to the 
'experts' from Imperial College 
rather than from MAFF, who 
claimed the cull was large 


enough. Thereafter, all livestock 
within a two-mile radius of an 
infected farm should be culled 
within 48 hours. Once again the 
hopeless Blair acquiesced. At 
around the same time the Prime 
Minister, no doubt acting on 
somebody else’s advice, placed 
himself in charge of the culling 
operation. 

The audacity is breathtaking. A 
government ministry is sidelined 
and in its stead we have a secre¬ 
tariat consisting of Tony Blair, 
David King and Neil Ferguson 
with the armed forces at their 
disposal. 

Vested interests 

Why did this happen? There are 
powerful financial interests who 
habitually engage in manipulat¬ 
ing governmental policy in all 
countries. One of their methods 
is to get advisors and experts, 
who are working for them, into 
government think tanks, com¬ 
mittees and research teams, thus 
influencing the decisions of 
world leaders in a way that will 
benefit their greedy drive for 


monopoly and bigger profits. 

Members of the farming com¬ 
munity reading this should be 
aware that the BNP is the only 
party committed to smashing the 
internationalist drive to monopo¬ 
lise the world's resources (and 
that includes your farm). Stop 
them getting their hands on your 
business by supporting the 
British National Party! 

The real agenda 

If you're expecting help from the 
NFU consider the following.

IAIN WILSON (1921 - 2001) 

lain Wilson, who has died aged 80, was organiser of the 
Dewsbury Branch of the British National Party from 1992 to 
1998. Having been a Conservative voter for much of his life, on 
returning to live in "multiracial" West Yorkshire in 1990 after 
spending 15 years in the relatively "monoracial” Newcastle, he 
felt compelled to re-evaluate his political orientation. 


H 


e was bom in Batley in the 
former West Riding of 
Yorkshire. He was educated 
locally and won a scholarship to 
the Batley Boys Grammar School. 
From there, he entered local gov¬ 
ernment, but when the Second 
World War started, he took the 
earliest opportunity to volunteer 
for the RAF. 

Ambition 

After the war Iain's ambition led 
him to broadcasting. He served an 
apprenticeship in hospital radio 
and then graduated to presenting 
his own programme with BBC 
Radio Leeds. From there, he 
moved to BBC Radio Newcastle 
where he both produced and pre¬ 
sented programmes until retire¬ 
ment. 

His return to the Batley area 
proved something of a shock, for 


it had changed beyond all recogni¬ 
tion. Mount Pleasant, where Iain 
spent much of his childhood and 
youth, had become almost 100% 
Asian. Iain was concerned that 
this had been allowed to happen. 

Patriot 

That he shortly afterwards joined 
the party and then set up the suc¬ 
cessful Dewsbury branch was a 
measure of both his resolve and of 
his commitment to his beloved 
country. 

Putting his experience of public 
relations to good use, he ensured 
that BNP meetings in Dewsbury 
were amiable, sociable, and 
appealed to a wide cross-section 
of the British people. 

Identity magazine and the BNP 
bids farewell to a staunch patriot 
and nationalist - rest in peace old 
fighter. 


MORRIS RILEY (1945-2001) 

Chesterfield-based accountant and author Morris Riley 
died from a heart attack earlier this year. Morris's name 
was not particularly well known in British nationalist cir¬ 
cles until February of last year when he obtained a libel 
judgement against Gerry Gable and Searchlight magazine 
and was awarded five thousand pounds. 


A regular soldier, he spent 
twelve years in the Army, 
during which time he 
became fascinated by the Middle 
East and in particular with the spy 
Kim Philby. After serving among 
other places in Aden, he was dis¬ 
charged in 1972 with an exempla¬ 
ry record, whereupon he retrained 
as an accountant, and devoted his 
time to his wife Margaret, his 
work, and researching parapoli- 
tics. The first edition of his book 
Philby: The Hidden Years , was 
suppressed, but a second edition 
was published in 1999. 

Fascinating life 

Morris was no knee-jerk 'racist' - 
at one time he had an Asian busi¬ 
ness partner - but he was fiercely 
patriotic, and on one occasion 
helped put an INLA terrorist cell 
behind bars, by exposing their 


attempts to track down and kill 
ex-servicemen. Morris Riley was 
very keen for the BNP to stock his 
book on Philby, and those 
Freedom Books customers who 
have bought a copy have read the 
convincing account of treason in 
high places which he got into print 
against all the odds. He went on to 
join the British National Party last 
year and, despite failing health, 
started a one-man leafleting drive 
in his home town. 

Good character 

Morris always saw the best in 
human nature, in spite of the 
depths to which he knew some 
people could sink. At times he had 
a mischievous sense of humour. 
His death came as a surprise, but 
not a shock; he had been ill for 
some time. And he will be sadly 
missed.

lain Duncan-Smith's betrayal of the hopes of the Tory grass-roots who elected him start¬ 
ed even before the ballots were counted. He cynically waited until the majority of com¬ 
mitted land generally 'right-wing') party activists had voted, before announcing his 
belief that the party should reach out to the homosexual and immigrant lobbies in an 
effort to scoop up a few 'moderate' Tory votes as well. 



T hose rank-and-file 
Conservatives who 
hoped that this was just 
an election ploy are now 
increasingly disgusted as they 
find that it was IDS's 'right-wing* 
stance that was the pre-election 
fiction, not his push for support 
among various Politically 
Correct 'minorities'. 

Shrinking party 

The ironic thing is that none of 
this is even likely to do IDS and 
his incredible shrinking party 
any good at all. Stunts like the 
purported expulsion of Edgar 
Griffin for his BNP family links 
pushed a number of Tory 
activists into switching alle¬ 


giance to the British National 
Party. Duncan-Smith's threat 
that anyone with 'extremist' 
sympathies would only remain 
in the Conservative party "for as 
long as it takes to telephone 
them to tell them they're out" 
also angered many - not least 
those with a basic grasp of 
English law, who understand 
that this Stalinist attitude is like¬ 
ly to cost the Tories a pretty 
penny in court costs. 

Embarrassment 

Even worse in the eyes of many 
Tories is the contrast between 
the indecent haste with which 
the Tories kicked out Edgar 
Griffin after 53-years of loyal 


service, and the hopeless dither¬ 
ing over what to do about the 
crank Bill Binding - a recent 
recruit to the Conservative party 
who was frozen out of the BNP a 
couple of years ago as a hopeless 
embarrassment on account of his 
alleged involvement with the Ku 
Klux Klan. Did the fact that, Mr. 
Binding had recently 'come out' 
as a practising homosexual the 
thing that made the difference 
when it came to decision time 
among the 'gay mafia' which 
dominates Tory Central Office? 

Political correctness 

The next victim of Iain Duncan- 
Smith's campaign of political 
ethnic cleansing is likely to be 
Conservative MEP Dr. Charles 
Tannock, after he had a letter 
printed in the Daily Telegraph 
characterising BNP immigration 
policy as belonging on "the 
mainstream right." 

In the wake of the Griffin 
affair, Dr. Tannock told hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of Telegraph 
readers that "one fundamental 
distinction between the far Right 
and the mainstream Right is that 
the former has unacceptable 
policies of forcible repatriation 
of citizens, while the latter is 



happy to support the principle of 
voluntary and financially com¬ 
pensated repatriation of those 
settled in the United Kingdom 
who freely express a wish to 
return to their countries of ori¬ 
gin." 

He is quite right in making this 
distinction, and - given the huge 
amount of media coverage of 
our stance in recent months - 
surely cannot be unaware that 
the BNP has been firmly com¬ 
mitted to a generously assisted 
and wholly voluntarily 
Homeward Bound policy for 
three whole years. 

BNP policy 

It is also clear from the contents 
and tone of his letter that Dr. 
Tannock is very sympathetic to 
the idea of voluntary repatria¬ 
tion. In truth, who could be 
opposed to it - other than the 
kind of liberal totalitarian for 
whom genocide by enforced 
multiracialism is an article of 
faith? So Duncan-Smith now has 
another BNP related quandary to 
settle. Is he going to put up with 
an MEP who regards BNP immi¬ 
gration policy as "mainstream", 
or is he going to put on his PC 
jackboots and kick out Dr. 
Tannock. As the song has it: 
"Should he stay or should he go? 
If he stays there will be trouble; 
if he goes it will be double!" 


War fever claims white 


Anti-white, fundamentalist violence led to murder early 
in the morning of 21st September in Peterborough - and 
the typical media silence followed. A 17-year-old local 
lad, Ross Parker, was walking home with his girlfriend 
when they were attacked by a gang of up to ten young 
Asians in an unprovoked racial attack. The girl ran off, 
but the lad was beaten and stabbed to death. 


T he story made the front 
page of the Peterbo¬ 
rough Evening Tele¬ 
graph , but was virtually 
ignored by the national broad¬ 
cast media - as so often hap¬ 
pens when white people are 
the victims of racist violence. 


Readers may recall that, even 
now in the year 2001, Stephen 
Lawrence still makes the occa¬ 
sional appearance on our televi¬ 
sion screens, some 8 years after 
his murder! Later in the morn¬ 
ing, local people telephoned the 
BNP to express their outrage at

A collection for funds for next year's local 
elections raised over £350, with one local businessman contributing £100. 
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Griffin in Nottingham 

The end of September saw a packed meeting of Nottingham BNP with 
many new faces attending, including a welcome number of ex-

FUTURE AMBITIONS 

Not withstanding what happens in the Tory party - which is 
always of significance to nationalism ■ the prospect of 
nationalist success has scarcely looked brighter. The British 
National Party has continued its repositioning towards the 
mainstream mainly by way of making more reasonable 
demands and the use of more sensible language thus 
appearing more acceptable to voters. At the same time, the 
party's fortune have taken a definite turn for the better and 
votes, enquiries and new memberships are all up. 



■ German establishment 
gets a shock 

The liberal-left got a nasty 
shock in Germany at the end of 
September when a brand new 
political force, the Party for 
Law and Order Offensive came 
from nowhere to take 19.4 per 
cent of the poll in elections for 
Hamburg's regional parlia¬ 
ment. The new party is led by 
42-year-old Ronald Schill, a 
judge who has become very 
popular in the city as a result of 
having handed down the stiffest 
possible sentences to a succes¬ 
sion of criminals, delinquents 
and drug abusers. During his 
campaign Schill spoke at 
packed meetings about "break¬ 
ing a taboo " by spelling out the 
links between immigrants and 
crime, and suggesting that asy¬ 
lum-seekers should be shipped 
"back to Africa ." Unfortunate¬ 
ly, the judge appears to have 
little or no grasp of social 
issues, or of how to turn a one 
or two issue protest vote into a 
coherent political movement. 

■ New Italian President 
gets himself in trouble! 

“We must be aware of the supe¬ 
riority of our [European] civil¬ 
isation, a system that has guar¬ 
anteed well-being, respect for 
human rights and - in contrast 
with Islamic countries - respect 
for religious and political 
rights... ” These words were 
uttered by Silvio Berlusconi, 
new President of Italy, who is 
head of a right-wing coalition 
government including leaders 
of nationalist movements such 
as the Northern League and the 
National Alliance. He faced the 
typical international slap- 
down, and finally apologised 
for any offence caused by his 
remarks, although maintaining 
he was quoted out of context. 

■ Norwegian elections 

The recent Norwegian elections 
have witnessed a severe setback 
for the ruling Labour Party 
with no gains for the 
Conservatives, while simulta¬ 
neously seeing the right-wing 
populist Progress Party gain an 
extra six seats - up from twenty. 
Politicians in Norway have 
feared that the country will 
become the “Italy of Northern 
Europe”, meaning that no sin¬ 
gle party can gather sufficient 
votes to form a stable self-suffi¬ 
cient government. The 
Progress Party has faced many 
media tricks to halt its advance, 
but it keeps on rising. 


C oinciding with this 
development is the fact 
that the ability of party 
personnel particularly at 
Organiser level, has never been 
higher. This, combined with 
intelligent campaigning and ris¬ 
ing votes at local level - now 
buttressed in some parts of the 
country by respectable votes in 
the General Election - means 
that there is every prospect of 
the party realising its first elec¬ 
toral win next year since 
Millwall in 1993. 

Rapid expansion 

Everyone understands that this 
breakthrough will see the rapid 
expansion of the party, along 
with a shattering of the wasted 
voted syndrome. 

That last fact alone will send 
votes spiralling upwards nation¬ 
wide - which in well-run areas 
will see good votes become win¬ 
ning ones, putting the party on a 
virtuous cycle of growth and 
success. At the point of break¬ 
through the party will also set 
foot on the year-on-year elec¬ 
toral cycle. Next year will be 
council elections - and, we hope, 
our breakthrough. 

Electoral cycle 

The year after (2003) will be 
Euro Election year. There is a 


probability that the party will get 
council election candidates 
elected to office next year. When 
that happens, those elected 
office holders will be positioned 
as the prospective Parliamentary 
candidates of the future. 

Of course, it may well be that 
the party doesn't win office next 
year. If it doesn't it will be a dis¬ 
appointment rather than a disas¬ 
ter since the crucial town and 
borough council election cycle 
(London excluded) will last for 
three years. Nevertheless, time is 
short and every year is precious. 
In addition, no win before 2003 
has to make the party contesting 
the Euro Election less likely. 

Changing times 

At one time in nationalist poli¬ 
tics, anyone of ambition had to 
focus on becoming the Leader of 
the party. The reason being that 
with no prospect of electoral 
success, the only position that 
meant anything was that of 
being 'The Leader'. 

With the change in the party's 
fortunes, I foresee the end of this 
scenario. With the prospect of 
electoral success, there is every 
reason to suppose that the ambi¬ 
tious can strive for elected 
office, beyond which is a whole 
new story. 

A couple of months ago I was 


present at the party's Summer 
expanded leadership conference. 
I was struck then by the prolifer¬ 
ation of talent - particularly 
young talent - that was present. 
At the same time I knew for a 
fact that there were more 'bright 
young things' who were not 
present at least as good as those 
who were. 

This situation - of abundant 
young talent - hasn't existed 
within nationalism since the 
days of the YNF at the end of the 
late 1970s. It marks a change 
within the party and is potential¬ 
ly very exciting. 

Enthusiasm 

Nevertheless, this fact of itself 
will not help much unless people 
are matched up with good cir¬ 
cumstances to maximise their 
talents and usefulness. 

It is no earthly use if keen, 
enthusiastic and intelligent 
young people who might be able 
to contribute decisively to an 
electoral situation are sitting at 
home miles away from the 
action. 

It is a fallacy that we need to 
direct our best people towards 
the party's centre to take on jobs 
of production, administration or 
the Internet. 

The most pressing need is to do 
well in the real stuff of politics - 
on the doorstep, which is the 
campaign trail and the winning 
of elections. Millwall produced 
two heroes - the winning elec¬ 
tion candidate and the campaign 
manager. 

These two roles are key to any 
campaign. The British National 
Party needs a fresh set of win¬ 
ning election heroes. 

That's where the fame and the 
glory is (not, that I hope, anyone 
would become so merely for 
those things alone). 

That's where success lies and 
that's where we will start to take 
back our destiny from those who 
care nothing for our people and 
our way of life. And it all starts 
with winning election next May. 

Winning criteria 

To stand in council elections, 
people must live in the same 
borough as the ward to which 
they wish to stand. In addition, 
they must, at the time of elec¬ 
tion, be 21 years of age. 

If the party's complement of 
talented youngsters begin to 
head towards the North West, 
West Midlands and London - the 
likely breakthrough regions - 
then the party will be another 
step closer to winning elected 
office and all that entails.

CELEBRATION OF THE 


WESTERN MINDSET 

In a slight deviation from the theme of three previous arti¬ 
cles, in light of recent events this article is a summary of 
unashamed celebration of the Western mindset. By that I 
mean the thinking of those we loosely call Europeans; 
whose thoughts often started as ideas conceived by one or 
two individuals but which have subsequently been taken 
up collectively by societies following the principles of rea¬ 
son, individual choice and objective thought. 



W estern scientific and 
technological thought 
has its origins in both 
the warm Medit¬ 
erranean cultures of ancient 
Egypt, Greece and Rome as well 
as the colder climates further 
north where our ancestors were 
forced by nature to be ever 
resourceful and inventive on the 
edge of the vast ice sheets that 
covered the continent. The mar¬ 
riage of these has led to the con¬ 
struction of great empires, an 
outpouring of inventions and 
technological discoveries that 
shows no sign of abating. 

Western initiative 

It is admitted that some of our 
worldly knowledge comes from 
Arabic sources. We have only to 
look at some common scientific 
words such as ‘algebra’, ‘chem¬ 
istry’ and ‘alcohol’ to recognise 
their Arabic origins but about 
1,300 years ago when the 
Middle Eastern world was start¬ 
ing to adopt Islamic practices, its 
contribution to the development 
of science waned. It waned 
because Islamic religion looks to 
Allah as being the cause of all 
things. It was and remains doc¬ 
trinal and dogmatic. 

In contrast, Western minds 
embrace reasoned argument, the 
accounting for observations, the 
refining of inductive and deduc¬ 


tive logic. The Western mind 
looks for causes, whereas Islam 
explains all by reference to 
Allah. 

All the great centres of learn¬ 
ing and discovery for the past 
1000 years have been in Europe: 
Oxford, Rome, Bruges and 
Vienna. In the past 150 years or 
so these have been augmented 
by those institutions where 
Western Man has created his 
own dominion; Harvard, Yale, 
McGill (Canada) and 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (MIT). 

Critics may say that Western 
science has given us TNT, 
nuclear bombs, destructive 
viruses and genetic mutations. 
Western science has never been 
perfect, and never will be 
because all humans are fallible. 

No barriers 

It is up to us as individuals and 
collectively as a society how we 
handle knowledge, but the prem¬ 
ise has been "there are no barri¬ 
ers" other than those of knowl¬ 
edge itself. We have been unre¬ 
strained by religious doctrine in 
our quest for knowledge, in our 
search to find the perfect answer 
to an imperfect world. We 
haven't been content with a 
broad-brush dogma that says it 
was created by an all-powerful 
being. Our tangible achieve-

ments include fresh clean water, 
food in abundance, machines to 
end backbreaking human drudg¬ 
ery, electricity in our homes, 
eradication of viruses, 
painkillers, and maternity hospi¬ 
tals. 

We are gradually understand¬ 
ing the very key to life itself so 
that we may rid ourselves of the 
painful and destructive diseases 
of cancer, stroke and inherited 
disorders. We learned how the 
planets move and how to meas¬ 
ure where we are in the world. 
Then we learned how to move 
from one place to another culmi¬ 
nating in the vast migrations of 
our people to all continents, 
across the expanse of oceans and 
now into Space itself. 

Pace of change 

In the past 50 years it could be 
argued that the pace of change 
has become too great; that our 
scientific discoveries are outpac¬ 
ing our ability to handle such 
considerations as ethics and the 
implications for society as a 
whole. The fact that, despite 
increasingly repressive laws sti¬ 
fling our ancient notion of free 
speech, most of us can still 
argue, influence and decide 
within a democratic mould is the 
result of our traditions and that 
mindset. 

The West has been under attack 
from the East for the past few 
millennia. We stand for the val¬ 
ues that make all human life pos¬ 
sible: ambition, self-reliance, 
individualism, reason and pro¬ 
ductive achievement, and we 
will never allow an attack on our 
geographical edges, or at our 
very heart, to stop our perpetual 
advancement. 
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ONE WORLD READY OR NOT

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W hilst almost a contradic¬ 
tion in terms, this is an 
extremely readable albeit 
disturbing book about the world 
economy and the growing trend 
towards free trade globalisation. 

Lust for profit 

The author, William Greider, 
shows that the abolition of 
exchange controls and the lust 
for profit have handed power to a 
number of unaccountable multi¬ 
national corporations with no 
other loyalty than to themselves. 
He argues that even the strongest 
national governments are now 
mere supplicants, begging the 
likes of General Motors, Coca 
Cola and MacDonald's to set up 
factories to create employment at 
whatever cost. Greider is particu¬ 
larly good on how the World 
Trade Organisation can overrule 
the democratically arrived at 
decisions of supposedly sover¬ 
eign states in the interest of big 
business, in areas like health and 
safety, pay and working condi¬ 
tions. 

Free trade 

In the Third World this has led to 
virtual slave labour factories, 
‘competing’ with Western facto¬ 
ries, thereby undermining the 
security of First World workers. 
As no one in his or her right mind 
would welcome this brave new 
world, it is nice to know that 
Greider is brilliant at showing the 
fundamental instability of this 
monster. Put simply, if car work¬ 
ers in Korea travel to work on 
bicycles, and American and 
European car workers are surplus 
to requirements, who is going to 
buy the end product?
